SIMILAR TO TAKIS’ 
MOVEMENT HERE 


‘Little Major’ Preached to 
Dark Races of U. S. 
That Occidental Civiliza- 
tion Is Doomed. 


In their search for Ashima Takis, 
Japanese agitator who sought to 
establish a “fifth column” move- 
ment among St. Louis Negroes in 
the 1930s, Federal agents have 
crossed the trail of another Jap- 
anese agent who sponsored in De- 
troit an organization which *func- 
tioned along the lines of Takis’ 
Pacific Movement of the Eastern 
World, 

The Detroit group, which en- 
rolled about 10,000 Negroes, was 
Sponsored by Naka Nakane, alias 
Satonata Takahashi, who is now a 
prisoner at the United States Med- 
ical Center for Federal Prisons at 
Springfield, Mo. 


Sentenced there originally for at- | 


tempted bribery of an immigration 
officer, Nakane now is interned 
for duration of the war as a dan- 
gerous enemy alien. 

Takis had 
Cornish, one of his St. Louis fol- 
lowers, a clipping from a Detroit 
publication about the activities of 
Takahashi, and told Cornish that 
in Detroit he was known as Taka- 
hashi, that the clipping referred to 
him. This, however, proved to be 
just another of Takis’ lies.

“Little Major” established the So- 
ciety for the Development.of Our 
Own, which became known later 
as the Onward Movement of 
America. In his speeches, and in 
thousands of pamphiets, he 
preached to Detroit Negroes, as 
Takis preached to those in St. 
Louis, that only with the help of 
the Japanese could Negroes win 
equality with the white race. 

Practicing what. he preached, 
Nakane married a Detroit Negro. 
She has been a faithful visitor~at 
Springfield during his imprison- 
ment. 

Two favorite speeches of Nakane, 
which have been preserved in De- 
troit, were, “The Sinking Ship and 
the Lifeboats,” and “White Su- 
premacy and the White Tyrant.” 

In the “sinking ship”. speech, 
“the Little Major” assured his fol- 
lowers occidental ci tion was

CANBERRA HEARS 


Offensive Also Planned 
From India — Official

MELBOURNE, March 7 (AP).— 
A United Nations offensive against 
Japan from Australian and Indian 
bases is ne in Wash- 
ington and ndon, information 
reaching the Australian Govern- 
ment at Canberra said today. 

The Commonwealth Government 
has been informed, these reports 
said, that the United Nations high 
command is planning to assemble 
its maximum strength in the South- 
west Pacific at the earliest possible 
moment for such an offensive. 

Speaking at Sydney, Australian 
Minister of Supply John Beasley 
said “within the past week com- 
plete organization for Allied stra- 
tegy in the Pacific has been 
worked out. 

“The enemy has a long supply 
line which we can cut, leaving him 
at the end of a line without sup- 
port for his forces. Time is the 
only factor we have to deal with 
and given time we, in association 
with our Allies, can drive the 
enemy to Tokyo and Yokohama.”

“An airdrome near Koepang was 
successfully attacked despite enemy 
anti-aircraft fire,” said the com- 
munique.

FLOWING TOWARD AUSTRALIA 


Great .Conyeys of Ships 
With Men, Tanks and 
Guns Moving Westward, 
London Paper Says. 


LONDON, March 7 (AP).—The 
United Nations’ striking power in 
the Southwest Pacific is being 
strengthened rapidly by a steady 
stream of American troops and 
equipment flowing westward to 
Australia, the London Daily Mail 
reported today. 

The Mail printed a dispatch from 
Walter Farr, a correspondent it 
said .was accredited to the United 
States Pacific fleet, describing the 
movement of “great convoys of 
ships loaded with American troops, 
pilots, planes, tanks and guns.” 
The dispatch was datelined “At 
sea Friday.” 

Farr wrote guardedly of “naval

Ends April 22 


Plants to Make War 
Goods and Re- 
placement Parts. 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP). 
—The War Production Board to- 
day ordered manufacture of radios 
and phonographs for civilian use 
discontinued after April 22. 

It announced that, except for 
production of replucement parts, 
the entire facilities of the industry 
will. be converted to war produc- 


tion, 

Radio manufacturers will be 
permitted to complete sets on 
which assembly work was begun 
on or before April 22, within the 
limits of production. quotas under 
which the industry now is oper- 
ating. 

The order affects 55 companies 
which last year employed 30,000 
persons and produced more than 
13 million sets—a dollar volume of 
business approximating 240 mil- 
lion.. 

Military orders already placed 
with manufacturers for war radio 
equipment amount to more than a 
billion ‘dollars, of which half is 
held by the 55 companies affected 
by the WPB stop-production or 
der. The rest of the contracts 
are held by companies not nor- 
mally engaged in the manufacture 
of home radio sets.

Simultaneously with opera- 
tions in Western Java, the Japa- 
nese army formation operating in 
the center of the island penetrated 
to Soerabaja where heavy enemy 
tank forces are concentrated.” 

Northern Plain Lost to Enemy. 

Virtually all the Western efd of 
the 622-mile long island has fallen 
to the Japanese except 
and its immediate vicinity. 

Dutch sources indicated the de- 
fenders were counting heavily on 
three island defense positions in 
the movwntains—Bandoeng, Mage- 
lang and Malang.

Hope for substantial reinforce- 
ments reaching the island was said 
to be gone. Dispatches reported 
the last usable port—Tiilatjap on 
the South Coast—had been blasted 
and destroyed by the Japanese. It 
appeared impossible to send ships 
into Soerabaja. .

The following excerpt 
is from the famous “Diary of Samuel 
Pepys,” 1664: 

“My wife called up the people to wash- 
fing by 4 o’clock in the morning; and our 
little girl Susan is a most admirable 
slavey and pleases us mightily, doing 
more service than both the others, and 
deserves better wages.” 

Note that while the notorious old tight- 
wad admits that Susan deserves better 
wages, he carefully refrains from say- 
ing anything about giving her better 
wages. Susan, by the way, received the 
magnificent sum of £4 per year—or the 
equivalent of 40 cents a week—for serv- 
ices that lasted from 4 or 5 o’clock in 
the morning until as late as 9 or 10 ia 
the evening! 

In connection with the daylight-saving 
topic, the following quotation from the 
Arkansas Gazette may be of interest: 
“Under wartime in February a lot of 
electricity is being saved every evening, 
to be used the next morning.” There are 
indeed a great many people who are won- 
dering what is saved under the present 
arrangement, which necessitates an 
hour’s consumption of electricity between 
6 and 7 in the morning. 

It looks very much as if daylight sav- 
ing commencing about the first of April 
would have been a more sensible and 


economic arrangement.

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NOW FOR THE AUTO DEALERS. 

Tire dealers have been given the relief so badly 
needed by automobile merchants. The Office of 
Price Administration recently announced that retail- 
ers may resell all or part of their “frozen” stocks of 
passenger car tires and tubes to the original manu- 
facturer or distributor. At that point, they will be 
bought by the Government. 

This action, Leon Henderson explained, “will aid 


load incident to carrying large stocks of new pas- 
senger car tires and tubes” from which few sales are 
permitted because of Government rationing. Truck 
tires are not included, the Price Administrator said, 
because they are being sold rapidly enough to avoid 
any undue burden on dealers. 

There are some 40,000 automobile dealers, most of 
them small business men with limited capital, who 
are carrying the much heavier financial burden, a 
half-billion-dollar burden, of storing, caring for and 
paying carrying charges, amounting to about $20 to 
$25 a month per car, on 300,000 new passenger autos 
and light trucks. How about them? 
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FOR AN END TO “RIDERS.” 

Senator Vandenberg recently urged Congress to 
give the President the authority to veto riders at- 
tached to appropriation bills, In this he had the 
support of a Democratic tolleague, Senator Van Nuys 
of Indiana. This should, of course, be a non-partisan 
issue. 

The almost successful effort of the farm bloc to 
attach an amendment prohibiting the sale of Gov- 
ernment-held farm products to the 32-billion-dollar 
appropriation bill, and a similar effort to abrogate 
the 40-hour week, have again brought this tricky 
legislative device to the attention of an indignant 
public. 

There is no place for it in our system of govern- 
ment because, in effect, it abolishes one of the powers 
of the executive. Actually, it is a perversion of the 
legislative branch’s power to amend a bill. It is a 
device for enacting dubious. proposals by linking 
them, in the case of appropriation bills, with meas- 
ures which must be approved as a matter of ad- 
ministrative necessity. 

Senator Vandenberg wants the President to have 
the power of “item veto,” that is, the right to ac- 
cept an appropriation bill at the same time that he 
rejects a rider. 

It is hard to see how any harm could come of this 
reform in procedure, for, no matter how many riders 
the President might veto, Congress would always 
have the right to enact them as separate bills. And 
that is as it should be.

Rudyard Kipling addressed to the United States 


soon after Admiral -Dewey’s May day yictory at | 


Manila in 1898. 
“Take up the White Man’s burden,” the British 


bard gloomily admonished America, As one know- 


ing the practices and problems of colonial admin- 
istration, he told this country of the experiences 
awaiting it with “the silent, sullen people, half devil 
and half child.” They would never appreciate what 
was done for them, would wreck the best plans for 


their welfare and would repay kindness with a/ 


contempt and hatred which would include “your God 
and you.” The only reward which the colonizing 
power might expect was, in a distant future and -in 
limited measure, the favorable judgment of other 
nations which had been through like trials. 

Kipling’s lines were quoted often in the days of the 

Aguinaldo revolt, and are still among the better- 
known bits of modern verse. But they have not 
stood the test of later history. 
_ For the Filipinos, in 43 years of American tutelage, 
have shown themselves human beings, not more 
devilish or more childish than others with whom we 
have had to deal. That they have desired independ- 
ence is to their credit; whatever some of their 
leaders may “have said, the Philippine people have 
not regarded the United States as an oppressor. The 
work of Taft, Wood and their successors, notable in 
the annals of colonial administration, has been no- 
where better understood or more valued than on 
Luzon itself.

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ROSENTHAL’S RESIGNATION. 

The resignation of Elmer 8. Rosenthal, chief 
clerk of the Bureau of Vital Statistics, doubtless 
ends a great deal of embarrassment in and around 
the City Hall. His voluntary retirement, -with 
which he says political pressure Lad nothing to do, 
must be very pleasing to the partisans who were 
trying to get his job, which could then Have been 
turned over to a deserving Republican. 

The resignation also eliminates the effort to rail- 
road Rosenthal by means of an ordinance changing 
the name of his job, then reinstating it under’a dif- 
ferent title and, of course, with a new appointee. 
Since this attempted shenanigan came to public 
notice, it had become a very hot potato. The Public 
Welfare Committee of the Board of Aldermen, 
which had approved the bill, took the step of pass- 
ing it to the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
where it confronted the Mayor, Comptroller and 
president of the Board of Aldermen. Rosenthal’s 
resignation relieves them of the need ‘for making a 
decision. _ 

Rosenthal’s job was not the issue in this con- 
troversy, but the principle of evading the merit 
system by subterfuge. It was illuminating to citi- 
zens to have this attempted trick exposed, and they 
are going to be on the alert to head off any more 
foxy schemes of this sort should they be attempted. 
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ALASKAN DEFENSES VS. FLORIDA SHIP CANAL. 

Assume that the Japanese are able to wrest the 
Philippines from Gen. MacArthur. Assume that they 
are able to complete their campaign in the Dutch 
Hast Indies. Assume that temporarily they are able 
to control the Pacific. If they then decide to attack 
the United States, which way would they come? 

The globe tells us they might well come by way of 
Alaska, and for two reasons. First, much of the 
shortest route from Seattle to Tokyo is by way of 
Alaska. Second, the Aleutian Islands reach out from 
the mainland of Alaska southward into the Pacific 
until the farthest is only some 800 miles from the 
easternmost of the Japanese islands. This chain pro- 
vides a series of stepping stones for the invader 
from the Orient. 

Under the circumstances, and after our experience 
at Pearl Harbor, it is only prudent that we should 
now look to our defenses to the Northwest. Anthony 
J. Dimond, Alaska’s delegate to Congress, continues 
to call on Washington to strengthen our Alaskan 
outposts, He asks for “planes, more planes—lots of 
planes.” He fears that we may havea series of 
Guams on our hands if we do not bulwark the 
Aleutians against possible Japanese attack. 

Meantime, Dr. Ernest Gruening. Governor of Alas- 
ka, has returned to Washington to ask for an imme- 
diate tightening up of communications between the 
United States and our sparsely-settled territory at 
the top of the Pacific. We have an air route, but it 
needs a lot of improving to serve the extra demands 
of war. We need a railroad to Alaska and there is 
none. We need a highway and there is none. We 
have not even started to work on such a highway, 
although the strain on shipping argues for as much 
land hatling as possible, ⸗ 

These are real needs—urgent, vital, crying needs.’

“As Foreign Minister of the Re- 
public of China, I want to express 
to you on behalf of my country- 
men and of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek personally, the sense of 
honor which is ours that your son 
saw fit to give his life in China 
for the cause of freedom. Like 
Lafayette in America, these gallent 
young men will ever be gratefully 
enshrined in the memory of the 
Chinese people.” 

Pilot Cole, 25 years old, lost his 
life in an attack on a Japanese 
airfield in Thailand. Information 
received by his parents was that 
other attackers saw Cole’s Curtis 
Tomahawk fighter burst into 
flames in a low dive on the air- 
field and crash into a tree. 

After being graduated from 
Westminster College in 1938, Cole 
entered the Naval Aviation Train- 
ing School at Pensacola, Fia., and 
was commissioned as ensign. He 
was stationed for two years at San 
Diego, Cal, and last summer re- 
signed his conimission to join the

other Army and Navy pilots. 

A similar letter and gold pin was. 
received from Soong by Mrs. Mor- 
gan B. Norris of St., Charles, 
mother of Lieut. Robert J. Sandell 
of the A. V. G., who was killed 
Feb. 7 in an airplane crash.

AXIS REVOLT MOVE 


WILLIAM J. HUMPHREYS 
VONDON, March 7 (AP).—Gov- 


lernment critics who are advocates 


of dominion status for India today 
viewed ‘the ‘plea of Pandit Jawa- 
harlal Nehru, Nationalist leader, 
for immediate formation of a pro- 
visional Indian government, as an 
eleventh-hour warning to Britain 
to stop temporizing or face the 
threat of a swing of India’s mass- 
es to the movement led by Axis- 
sponsored Subhas Chandra 
Failure of Britain to grant ac- 
ceptable concessions, these sources 
said, would cause a decisive num- 
ber of natives to regard Bose, 
outlawed former mayor of Cal- 
cutta, as their deliverer. 

The Government’s side was pre- 
sented by L. S. Amery, Secretary 
for India and Burma, who asserted 
in an Oxford address that Brit- 
ain’s colonial system has been 
based on “justice and fair play.” 

Amery said: 

“Nothing could be more incon- 
sistent, than that the people who 
a few years ago denounced the 
militarism, of the Government of 
India, and the crushing burdens 
imposed on the poor country by 
the scale of her preparations, 
should now suggest that millions 
of armed and trained warriors 
could be stamped out of the 
ground by some political declara- 
tion.” : 

Britons well-informed on the 
Indian problem said the stand 
voiced by Nehru reflected his own 
and Mohandas K. Gandhi's views 
that persuasion of Bose is so great 
that only swift execution of Brit- 
ish freedom promises will counter 
t. 


These sources said there was 
real danger of a Bose-inspired 
revolt flaring behind the backs of 
the British now fighting in Burma. 

Bose’s supporters were said to 
have a majority where India’s 
most: martial peoples are concen- 
trated. These are on the north- 
west -frontier, in the Punjab and 
Maharatta. Moreover, the Axis 
sympathizer is said to still wield 
political control over Bengal—next 
door to Burma—even though he is 
reported to be in Germany. 

Daily recordings of Bose’s voice, 
expounding the theory of revolu- 
tion, are flooding India from the 
Bangkok radio. He long has held 
up the United States ag historical 
proof that revolution is neces- 
sary for freedom from Empire.

The meeting, a symposium on 
shock treatment, was the final ses- 
sion of an all-day discussion on 
treatment of war wounds and on 
hospital problems incident to the 
war, sponsored by the American 
College of Surgeons. About 250 
doctors from Eastern Missouri and 
Southern Illinois attended. 


IN INDIA FEARED 


After the football practice, Gen. 
Hillman opened the box. Inside 
were two cans, one containing the 
bottles of distilled water, the other 
the bottle of dessicated plasma. 
One can was dented but the bottle 
was sound. Demonstrating ease 
of restoring the dried plasma to 
liquid form for a blood: injection, 
the General dissolved it in the dis- 
tilled water by transferring con- 
tents of the water bottle to that 
of the plasma bottle through anti- 
septic rubber caps punctured by 
needles attached to-a rubber tube. 

Million Donors Sought. 

Gen. Hillman, who is chief of the 
professional services division of the 
Surgeon General's Office, emphar 
sized that the method is completely 
antiseptic. He pointed out that 
the dried plasma may be stored at 
room temperature, and said that 
plasma has been sent with Ameri- 
can expeditionary forces now over- 
seas. 

The American Red Cross, which 
is collecting the plasma through 
ite blood donor stations, is seek- 
ing one million volunteer donors 
this year, the General continued. 
Dr. Warren H. Cole, professor of 
surgery at the University of Ili- 
nois Medical School, who conduct- 
ed the panel, pointed out that 
plasma must be kept on hand for 
possible civilian victims of sabo- 
tage or bombing raids. 

At a dinner last night, Dr. 
Evarts A. Graham, immediate past 
president of the American College 
of Surgeons and professor of sur- 
gery at Washington University 
Medical School, discussed activi- 
ties of the college relating to the 
national war program. At another 
panel discussion last night, led by 
Dr. James B. Brown, associate pro- 
fessor of clinical surgery at the 
school, the treatment of burns was 
discussed. 

Use of Sulfo Drugs. 


Capt. Hook, chief of the surgical 
service of the Navy Medical Hos- 
pital at Washington, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that one-half of 
the casualties who lived after the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor 
on Dec. 7 were suffering from 
burns. 

He said,the value of sulfona- 
mides in treating war wounds was 
proved at Pearl Harbor. None of 
the wounds that were left open 
and treated with the sulfa drugs 
became infected, Capt. Hook add- 
ed. The drugs, primarily sulfa- 
nilamide, were dumped into the 
open wounds in handfuls. 

Gen Hillman told a joint session 
of doctors and hospital representa- 
tives attending the conference that 
about 12,000 more doctors, 1700 
more dentists, 9000 more nurses 
and 130,000 more enlisted men will 
be needed in the Army medical de- 
partment in 1942. 

As not enough doctors havé voi- 
unteered to serve as commissioned 
officers, some Washington officials 
believe it may become necessary 
to draft doctors as privates, Dr. 
Himer L. Henderson, of Louisville, 
Ky., chairman of the medical pro- 
curement and assignment service 
of the Fifth Corps Area asserted. 

Various Technical Discussions. 

At panel discussions held during 

the day, speakers agreed that the 
sulfonamides were invaluable aids 
to surgeons as antiseptic agents 
which could be used safely for al- 
most all battle wounds. 
’ Bulfanilamide is now standard 
equipment in the Army and Navy, 
Gen. Hillman and Capt. Cook said, 
and in the Army sulfanilamide has 
replaced iodine as the regulation 
antiseptic. Each soldier is given 
six grams of the drug to be taken 
orally if he is wounded.

Worthless, Landis Rut 


* CHICAGO, March 7 (AP).—Secret baseball contracts—th 
in which a college baseball player usually gets financial 


for promising to join the paying 


club after graduation, ar 


worthless, says Conimissioner K. M. Landis. 


Landis made the ruling in a case 
involving Anthony Ravich and the 
New York Yankees of the Amer- 


ican League. 

In a statement accompanying the 
ruling, Landis said all club offi- 
ciale know such pacts have no 
standing in court but he wondered 
if the college players knew it. 

“However, there is and can be 
no question wWhatsoever, that these 
legally wofthless documents do 
serve a purpose—first, of deluding 
many of the players signing them
